It is reported that since the Italian Government appears to be 
in no hurry to carry out the Paris Agreement of 5 September, the 
leaders of the South Tirolean Volkspartel have drawn up a five- 
point program which they wish put into effect immediately. The 
program provides for the following: — 


{a} The cession to the Provines of Bolzane of the so- 
ealled "Unterland™; . 


(ob) The ereation of a nine mamber Advisory Committee 
which will comprise four members of the SYP, one 
representative of the South Tirolean Social Deno~ 
cratic Party, one Ladin representative and one re- 
presentative f#om each of the three Italian politi- 
cal parties am] will have the following duties: 


{1) advising on all administrative 
matters in the South Tirel ; 


{2} elaborating preposals for the 
transfer to the promised autnomy 3 


(3) preparing for the first election. 


2. This draft program is said te have been submitted about a week ago 
to the three Italian political parties in the South Tirol and to 
the South Tirelean Social Democrats for their comment . 


3%, Aeeording to reports only the local Italian Christian Democrats 
have acknowledged receipt of the program. Ina letter dated 31 
Netober 1946 they replied that they welcomed the initiative taken ° 
by the SVP and were giving the draft program their very careful 
attention but it would have to be referred to the Party's Central 
directorate in Rome before they could comment on it.
